President Washington suppressed the wMbky 
rebellion in Pennsylvania in 179i. In 1806 on 
the same principle President Jefferson broke 
up the Burr conspiracy by issuing orders for 
the employment ofsnch forces either of TOC 
regulars or of the militia, and by such pro- 
ceeding 
ps of the civil authorities as jmight ena- 


ble the an to surpass effectually the further 
progress of the enterprise.

On various other occasions of less signifi- 


cance under probably every administration, 
and certainly under the present, this power has 
been usefully exerted to enforce the laws -with- 
out objection by any parkin the country, and 
almost without attracting: public attention 
The gieat elementary constitutional principle 
which was the foundation of the original stat- 
ute of 1792, and which has been its essence in 
the vai ious forms it has assumed since its first 
adoption, is that the United States possess

the power of self protection bj its own 
agencies, although independent of State au 
thority and if need Be against the hostility of 
the St' ite governments. It should remain em- 
bodied in our statutes unimpaired as it has 
been from the origin of the government. Itl 
should be regarded as hardly*e?s valuable or 
lc«s sacred than the provisions of the constitu- 
tion itfeelf. There are many other important 
statutes containing provisions that are liable 
to be^ Suspended or annulled at times and 
places1 of holding elections if the bill before 
me sllould become a law. In regard to them 
all it may be safely said the meaning and ef- 
fect of this bill is to tsjke from the general 
seivernmeut an important, part of its power to 
enfonJeHhe laws. 
Anbther trrave objection to the bill is it« dis- 


crimination in favor of the State and against 
the national authority. Theipresence or em- 
plojment of the army or navy of the United 
States is lawful under the terms of this bill, at 
the pjace where an election is being held in a 
State,i to uphold the authority ot the State 
jjoveijnment, then and there 111 need of sui'h 
militarv intervention, but unlawful to uphold 
ttie authority of the government of the United 
State*, then and there in need of snch4*militai y 
intervention. Under this billj the presence oi 
the ai-my and navy of the Un ted States would 
be lawful and might be necesbary to maintain 
the conduct of the State election Against th<|s 
domestic violence thai; woiild overthrow it,

This discrimination has neiver been attempt^ 


ed in any previous legislation by Congress, 
and is no more compatible vrith sound piinc^- 
pie of the constitution or necessary maxims 
and methods of Our system of government ow 
occasion of elections than at other tijmes. In 
the early legislation of 1793 and of 1795, by 
which the militia of the States was the only 
military power resorted to for the execution 
of constitutional powers in support of State or 
national authority, both functions of the gov- 
ernment were put on the same footing by the 
act of 1807. The employment of the army and 
navy was authorized for the} performance of 
both constitutional duties OH the same terms. 
In all later statutes on the sa$ae subject matter 
thp same measure of authority to the govern- 
ment has been accepted for me performance 
of be th these duties.* No precedent nasbeen 
fouid in any previous legislature and n,o 
sufficient reason has been (given for the dis- 
crimination in favor of the States and against 
the national authority, ^ hich the bill contains.
